At the May 27th township board 
meeting, Judge Tina Brooks Green 
presented the board with the dis- 
trict court’s 1998-99 annual bud- 
get. Typically presenting the bud- 
get to the respective communities 
is a formality and done quietly and 
quickly. However, Trustee Mc- 
Kinney took the opportunity to ask 
several questions regarding the 
revenues and expenses and pressed 
the judge for her opinion of the 
current dispute between the com- 
munities and the sharing of the sur- 
plus funds. 

Judge Green took the diplomat- 
ic approach and said her official 
position as chief judge was that 


“she wanted all the communities to 


get along.” This did not seem to 
satisfy Trustee McKinney who 
continued to question the judge 
even to the point of confirming 
with the judge that the three district 
judge’s State of Michigan bar fees 
were paid by the court. 

Following McKinney’s ques- 
tions, the rest of the board seemed 
to accept the budget in the spirit it 
was presented and quickly moved 
on to the next matter. 

In another matter, the board 
accepted a rough draft of the town- 
ship attorney’s suggested language 
regarding the creation of a town- 
ship manager or superintendent. It 
is expected that the board will 
review and discuss a later date. As 
previously reported in The Huron 
River Weekly, it appears there is 
some interest on the part of some 
board members to create a town- 
ship manager-type position and 
change the supervisor’s position to 
a part-time position.

In this case they wanted to turn 
to Nelson Rockefeller.

1960 elections he began the 
movement that would lead to 
not only his presidential nomi- 
nation in 1964 but the assent 
of conservative control of the 
party and the eventual election 
of Ronald Reagan. 

Prior to Barry’s rise to 
power, the conservative move- 
ment, once a proud doctrine 
rich with tradition, was in a 
state of shambles. The move- 
ment did not have an articulate 
spokesperson. Of course there 
was always the New England 
intellectuals that spoke of con- 
servatism but had the appeal of 
“dry toast” and the warmth of 
a “dead toad two days old.” 

But Barry came along in 
1960 — I was in the eighth 
grade and I was in the mood 
for an idol. I was in the mood 
for straight talking, no non- 
sense, shoot-from-the-hip guy 
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and Goldwater was my man. 
He articulated a clear and con- 
cise conservatism and in 1960 
he began to spread the mes- 
sage. Conservatism began to 
get respected again. 

I followed him in the papers 
and in 1964 as a junior in high 
school Iwas his campaign 
manager for the Kennett High 
School Moot Presidential 
Election. I campaigned hard 
for him and was smoked in a 
landslide victory by Lyndon 
Johnson. Later, I remember 
driving up and down the main 
street in downtown Kennett 
and watching the Democratic 
Club celebrating the real elec- 
tion results. I also remember 
talking to the two guys that 
actually voted for Barry. 

I adored Barry because he 
stood for something. He spoke 
of an America that may not

have existed but of an America 
that I wanted to exist. He 
spoke of the fear of Comm- 
unism and of the necessity of 
taking a hard line against the 
philosophy. He was opposed 
to civil right legislation not 
because he was a bigot but on 
strict constitutional grounds. 
His position was similar to the 
respected Arkansas Senator 
Fullbright. 

He believed that govern- 
ment that governed the least 
governed best and felt that 
Americans could end injustice 
without federal laws. He was 
an early and strong supporter 
of our involvement in Vietnam 
and he urged for stronger mea- 
sures in the conduct of the war. 

These views were consid- 
ered extreme in 1964 and the 
nation rejected them but in 
reality they never rejected 
Barry Goldwater. In 1964 
most Americans “knew in 
their hearts that he was right” 
but just couldn’t bring them- 
selves to vote for him. Lyndon 
Johnson was the inheritor of 
the Kennedy legend and 
Johnson was embarking of his 
“War on Poverty” and the civil 
rights movement was gaining

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liberty” was received with 
great praise. 

Looking back I suppose 
Barry was not the right man in 
1964. However, Iam _ con- 
vinced that if he had been 
elected president he would 
have moderated his tone. All 
recent 20th century presidents 
have moderated their views 
— the office tends to do that. 
Barry would have found a way 
to balance civil rights with the 
constitution in a way to con- 
front Communism in a peace- 
ful manner. He would have 


toned down his rethoric in def- 
erence to the office of presi- 
dent. 

If Goldwater was not the 
right man in 1964 he certainly 
was the right man in 1998. He 
had long retired from elected 
office but remained active in 
the state of Arizona made it 
clear that he was not happy 
with the current state of the 
conservative movement. He 
objected to the far right’s pen- 
chant to adopt hard religious 
principles and stick their noses 
in the private lives of individ- 


ual Americans. He spoke in 
favor of gay rights, abortion 
and as always a champion for 
the individual. 

In my mind, Goldwater was 
a better man in 1998 than he 
was in 1964 and his life was a 
great lesson on how a man can 
learn and adapt to the times 
and still remain true to his 
basic principals. 

The nation mourned the 
passing of a great spokesper- 
son for America last week. I 
mourned the passing of my 
hero.
